export. of wheat, there beiag at 
present something like 135,000,- 
GOO bushels in the banda of the 
Whest Board, which is held up 
on account of shortage of tonnsge. 
The interpretation of the coal 
embargo, according to reliable in- 
formation, is that a permit for the 
export of coal will not be given to 
any vescel that can carry whest.
